reality a megzo soprano, Yet alie sang many of the
Wirs with much expression and foree, eapecially the
one in the last act commencing “Back to Our Moun-
talus"—the A¢ nestet monti of the Ttalinn version,
Mr, Drayton, although apparently sufferiag from a
cold, fully sustained the leading position which he
nssumed on Monday evening, I8 personation of
the “Conte f Luna” was exceedingly creditable
throughont, and his singing of the arla in tho
setond Act commencing W her  smile
the radiant gleaming' —the famous It Balen of the
Ttalian verslon—was given with such energy and
precision that the andience vooiferonsly demmnded
ita repetition.  T'he wonderful clearness of his ennn
clation was agaln sirikingly manifesied doring the
entire evening, every word being pronounced with
such distinetness that It required no effort on the part
of his anditors to catoh 18 import. 1t 18 necessary
to give Mrs. Bowler oredit also for a fair measure of
this rare wccomplishment. Mr, Holgh appeared as
“Manrico,” Inboring under such severe indisposition
that the mansgemoent thought 1t necessary to make
an apology for him before the rise of the corteln,
Towards the cloge of the opera, however, he wartned
up to his work, acquitting himself very creditably in
the duet with “Leonora,' at the end of the third woet,
and the great midsercee 4t the opening of the fourth
act, Thronghoat this act, indeed, he appeared in
excellent volee and to much better advantage than
on Monday evening, both (n acting and singing. The
chorms secms to be stiil at sen, unable to discover
the exact whercabouts of the orchestra, but this se-
rious defect we trust will be remedied n a short
time, and all the component parts of the troupe
brought lnto perfect harmony with each other.

The Chicnge Wanter Workin.

The present tunnel under the lake at Chileago
is capable of supplylng the eity with fifty mil-
Hon grllons of water per day, but Chicazo wants
more water, and a new tunnel larger than the
one in use is now projected, with other water
works and engines, which will cost, os esti-
mated, o million and ope-half dollars, The new
tunuvel s to be six feet in dinmeter, and it is to
furnish the same supply to the city ot an arti-
ficially produced head of eleven foet, instead ol
eighteen fect as now, and at a proportionately
reduced cost for pumplng,  The new work will
aecupy three yoars.

A Urlmenn Rallwny,

A rallway I8 to be lald aeross the Urlmoesn,
between Sehastapol and Losova, o stution o the
Taganrag=-Charkoff Rallway. The portion ol
the line between Bebastopol nnd Riinpheropol is
to be constructed by the Russinn Crown at its
own expense, and the working companies of the
regiments on the spot are o be employed in
muking the embankments this mouath,  The
other portion of the line between Simpheropol
and Losova 15 to be glven to a private company.
The works undertaken by the Crown will be
very expensive, ns the country through which
the line is to pass is hilly.

The Bivalves,

The approaching oyster senson promizes to be
one of the lnrgest we have had, and both the
eatehers and packers hnve made extensive pre-
parations. New houses are being bailt, und
every vessel that can be put into service is
either ready, or will be in o few days. The
rumor that the dram fish had destroyed all that
were planted In the vieinity of New York will
somewhat lnerénse the demand for siall oysters
to plant, and there {8 not a dealer in this cly
that bas not very large orders to ) the coming
winter. On Monday we saw  several bout lowds
remdy for shipment, and if the weather remains
cool, business will commence early this [all.

Yu f—»l"-{ Herald,
The Florldon Cetien Crop.

A Florida paper saysi—

sExperience has shown that long cotton fs the
most ]-I'U!'.l'.lhh.' ¢rop that can be grown g
Florida, but not alwavs a successful one, beeause
of the eaterpillar. The soll sod climute secm
pecullarly ftted for it, and the stulistics show
that it is grown to groater perfection hore (in
the pepinsula) thau on the e islands of Georgia
and Carolinn. V'his year the great body of our
farmers are eneared o s enltore, and upg Lo
this e 1t s sustalned but livle if any injury
from the enterpillar,

“Already reports are brought Lo us of fnrmoers
having pleked ont from ten to twenty thousand
pounds, sud it s et early iu the season, aud
enn bardly be sald to bave commenged to open
falrly, The prospects aliead are. that there will
be more cotton ralsed o this conutry than is
likely 1o ve pleked out. Good crops are some-
g much needed by our farmuers, they having
hud mizerably poor ones sinee the year 18500."

Forvsts Burning in Maryinud.

The SBnow  Hill { Worcester connty, Md.) Mes-
senger, of Saturday, the 4th, says:—A fire broke
out in the forest, in the porthern part of this
county, near the Delaware Hue, on last Monday,
aud, 1o copsequence of tlie |l|'_\' wenlher, spread
very mapidly, burniog through the swamp, and
in its progress destroying reveral flelds of corn,
All efforts 1o sty its cotrse were Iruitless, and
up Lo our last adviees it was still burning, sud
o prospects of s belug extingulshed nuloss
this section s bessod with rain, which, from
Hrurunl Indications, we have ltle ground to

ape for,

Bince the above was in type we have
recelved whe followlng from Berlin:—"The ex-
tenalve track of land, kuown as. the ‘Burst
Swamp,' n few miles north of here, has baen on
fire for two weeks. Eyerythiog that ean burn
is belog consamed, dense clonds of smoke are
wafted into the town, filling the dwellings, sud
making it very lmglmm, purticalarly ut night.
Colonel Jacobs and othors are heavy sifferors by
the loss of the cypress tlmber, Nothing short
of & moderate Hood will' be Ukely to arrest its
progress.”

Almost n Marder.

A number of horse races were arranged to
come off ot Warwlek, Queen Anne's connty,
Md., on Wednesday Inst. Some disputes arising,
most of them were withdrawn. A race between
Benjamin Orawford's mare, Fauny Fair, snd o
horse belonging to Colonel L. Roberts, for #100 a
gldo, wis won hy Colonel Roberts’ horse by three
or four lengths, Distanee 440 yards, Mr, Craw-
ford's mare died o ahout ton minutes after the
race. The Crumptonian says that the cry of
mnrder s short (lstance from the course at-
tracted the attention of the erowd. Some ran
to the spot and found Frederick Gillesple, son
of the proprietor of the hotel, and Joseph Dixon,
engaged In o strugele. Dixon had Gillespie
grasped tightly round the body, and Gillespie
bad a pistol which he held to Dixon's back,
Valnly endeavoring to cock nnd fire. The pistol
was tnken nwny and the men separated. Dison
I8 charged with seducing Glllesple's sister, and
this Is the reason assigned for Gillesple en-
deavoring to kil Dixon.

Hamblings of Ilinols Senntors.
Froon the Chivago Reprablican, Sept, 4.

Scoator Trumbull has réturned from his Wst-
ern tour, much invigorated and benefitted by
the trip.  The mountain breezes and the suns of
the plnins have bronzed his cheek to a ver
gralitying ruddy hue, aud the olasticity of his
step shows o decided Toerease of viwlity. The
Senator recelved enthusinstic demonstrations
along the route, and from his personal observo-
tions will be enabled to lr'.:i.-tfnlr intelligently
for the interests of the vast territory he hos
traversed. It glves us more than ordinary plea-
suro to perceive so decided an Improvement in
the Senator’s health as the result of his journey,
which, we trust, may long be preserved for the
good of the State he represents so ably in un-
tional councils.

Brigham visited the party
in Balt Luke City, and displayed an auxiety that
Ltah shonld be admitted as o State, conslder-
ing, doubtless, that undor his manipulation the
Legiglnture would poes such laws us wonld ena-
Lle him to retain control of the Territory, which
hie feels is fust slipping from bis hands. The
party epjoyed good health and spirits, and are
now on the eoast of the Pacific.

Thurlow Weed s Courtship,

The followlng is 0 passage from the antobio-
_ur:l]\rhy of Mr. Weed:—

“While working for Colonel Willinm L. Stone,
in the office of the Herkimer American, in the
winter of 1815, I became acquainted with o
bright, intelligent German boy, whose name,
ufter a lapse of fifty-seven years, i a universal
household word, and whose fance is familine (o
every man, woman and child in our country,
He wos the son of a German clergyman, who
preached in that language to German congrega-
tions, and residing a4 couple of miles ouatside
the village. The Loy, then about twelve vears
old, attending an English scliool in the villnge,
was very fond of newspaper rending, and came
cvery day to the priniog office to read aod to
borrow, for uight reading st home, our exchange
]-:q.l.:n-. I was more particularly interested in
ilm, perlinps from the cirenmstauee that In the
morming he broneht notes o, and in the eve-
nings carried responses lo, o young Indy visiting
oomarried sister who resided near his father-
house, and who 8ix vears afterwards became iny
wife. That German oy sulsequently repre-
sented the Herkimer Distrior fu Conyg &, and
is now the Treasurcr of the United States
Francis E, 8pinner.

“*Dominie Spiuner was much respected for his
learning and piety. Ile was the first person |
had ever seen with o long bLeard. The second
was Lorenzo Dow, whow I heartd preach o an
open field from a log. When his disconrse wias
conelided, he cave notice that he should prench
from the snme log, God willing, that dav four
months, naming the chapter and verse nf his
text.”
